. A number of my constituents have voiced their concern which I, 
as a Member of Congress, share over the alleged past associations 
of Professor Norman Redlich, who is serving as a legal consultant to 
the President's Commission on the Assassination of President Kennedy. 

In a matter of such grave concern to all the people of this 
nation as is the subject of the investigation of the Commission, and 
especially in view of the suspicion of communist complicity in this 
unfortunate and tragic affair, it would seem like those engaged for the 
purpose of investigation and evaluation of evidence for the Commission 
should have no alleged past associations which would cast any doubt 
from a security standpoint. 


I feel this to be of special importance to the American people 
since they have been advised that the information, facts , and conclu- 
sions resulting from the Commission's investigation may not be made 
public during their lifetime. 


I will appreciate a full explanation as to the presence of Professor 
Redlich as a legal consultant to the Commission in view of his alleged 
past associations, and information as to the policy of the Commission in 
regard to security clearance for employees.
